The program s would

Harry Garbutt, paroled Joliet con- 
vict, who was convicted of the 
nmrurder of aged Mrs. Dorothy Lee 
Hunn in Pasadena in September, 
1924, today was hanged in San 
Quentin after losing a spectacular 
last-minute fight for a respite from 
the United States Supereme Court, 
as well as a stay from the State 
Supreme Court. ‘ :

pronounced dead by Prison Physi- 
clan Proctor W. Dey and his as- 
sistant, Dr. Moner Marston. The 
execution was carried out despite 
the shouts of Ernest B. D. Spagno- 
lt, Garbutt’s counsel, directed at 
Warden Frank J. Smith. 

“Warden, warden,” yelled Spag- 
nolil, as the condemned man was 
mounting the scaffold, “stop this 
execution. We desire to take this 
to the United States Supreme Court.

publicity given to serious crime, 
especially murder cases, by Va- 
rious newspapers. It ought to be 
a strict rule that no ex parte 
statements by any person whatso- 
ever are to be printed and given to 
the public until the evidence has 
been properly adduced and tested 
in a court of justice. 

The “wtiting up of stories” about 
criminals seriously handicaps the 
courts of justice. Printing facts 
about the commission of &@ crime 
before the suspected person is ar- 
rested frequently impedes Justice 
and eesistse the guilty person to 
escape. Heckless publication of 
alleged happenings and comments 
and photographs purporting to 
deal with a murder only tend te 
cloud the issue and to encumber 
the clear course of justice. 

A strict limitation should be 
placed upon all preliminary com- 
ments. It would save the news- 
papers from having to enter into a 
pernicious competition with each 
other. It would save the public 
mind from reading much debasing 
matter. It would remove many im- 
pediments at present placed in the 
path of justice.

Get the rule 
be the enme for all that in the pub- 
lic Interest the less we hear of the 
degrading methods of crime the 
better for the public welfare! , 

Undoubtedly “the suggestion” of 
crime conveyed through the col- 
umns of the press has at present 
a widespread effect in multiplying 
crime. It is comtnon knowledge 
that directly a crime of any pe- 
cullar character is committed and 
widely advertised through the 
newspapers, similar crimes are 
committed in far-distant places by 
persons who have subsequently 
admitted they were led into the 
act by reading in the newspaper 
about what took place elsewhere. 
Sane and hea'thy journalism has 
no need to struggle in competition 
over criminal cases. 


The law and practice of criminal ; 


procedure is the weapon which the 
comtaunity has made for ite owr 
protection to use in time of peac 
through its standing army, com 
posed of police, of detectives, o: 
lawyers, of officials, of judges 
against those individuals who make 
war upon the community. It is the 
only weapon. Let us meke it 
strong and effective.

INVENTS A PLASTER 
THAT ABSORBS SOUND 


In response to the assertion of a 
preeminent hospital official that 
“Noise is the curse of modern hos- 
pital conetruction,.” comes the in- 
vention of “sound-absorbing”’ 
plaster, which is from eight to ten 
times as absorbent of sound as the 
ordinary plaster, according to ac- 
tual teste by its inventor. Dr. Paul 
BE. Sabine of the Riverbank tab- 
oratories near Geneva, Ill. 

“Modern buildings of solid con- 
struction with smooth, hard sur- 
faces make the present-day inte- 
rior an almost perfect reflector of 
sound,” said thé inventor. “Prop- 
er sanitation and sat ac- 
cousticns are apparently mutual 
antagonistic requirements. 

“Ord mesonry walls are 
much better reflectors of sound 
than the best mirrors are of light. 
The best mirrors reflect about 90 


a tile wall with hard plaster re- 
fiects more than $7 per cent of the 
sound energy which strikes it. 
From such walls it can be shown 
that a sound initially of ordinary 
intesnity must undergo some 450 
fiections before it is absorbed so 
as to be inaudible. A simple com- 
putation shows that the sound re- 
mains In the rom for 4.8 seconds 
before it is absorbed. 

“If a carpet is put on the floor 
it absorbs 25 per cent of the sound 
energy which strikes it and reflects 
76 per cent. Instead of 450 refiec- 
ticns as above we now have 144 
reflections requiring one and five- 
tenths seconds: to becomé inaudi- 
bie. But sanitary conditions in a 
hospital bar carpets, draperies and 
other sound-ebsorbing apparatus. 
The ideal solution o* the problem 
lies in the wall of the 

practical demonstration of 
the sound-absorbing qualities of 
the new plaster, the physicist has 
plastered two rooma one with the 
ordinary plaster andes«the other 
with a thickness of one-half inch 
of the absorbing plaster. The dif- 
ference in the acoustics of the two 
rooms is pronounced. in the first 
there ls @ reverberation of. sound 
for several seconds, and in the 
second all sound is ‘dead.’ 

“The acoustical properties of 
the plaster derend upon its por- 
osity. Its surface, texture and 
hardness i¢ that of other rough 
finish plasters,” the inventor said. 
‘A new paint has also been in- 
vented to go with the plaster,””—

Some of theseetests, such as the Thorndike used by 
the University of Southern California, sample the stu- 
dent’s understanding of the work he has done in high 
school and give the faculty some idea of what may 
expected of him during his college years, Other colleges 
use tests to show general intelligence, such as are 
in the army. : 

Students at the University of Southern California are 
permitted to take a course in applied psychology, which. 


. is a preparation for personnel work and vocational psy- 


chology. This work teaches the use of various devices 
that determine individual aptitude for the trades and 
professions.

But, however fitted to take 
such advanced subjects they 
are not allowed to progress, 
but rather encouraged to 
broaden the scope of ‘their 
knowledge. To put the ten- 
year-old child in classes with 


sixteen would result in a social 
problem that would be injur- 
ious, according to Dr. Wood. 
Such children are given an en- 
larged program under special- 
ly trained teachers. Nature 
study, biography, fundamental 
science and composition work are some of the subjects 
studied. 

One seven-year-old in the nature study class met his 
teacher on the playground and halted her with this 
question: 

“Miss Jones,” if I were to turn a stalactite upside 
down, would it then be a stalagmite?” 

“IT don’t know if the teacher turned and fled, but she 
would have been justified,” laughed the psychologist in tel- 
ling this story. “This boy promises to be one of the 
world’s greatest naturalists, if he continues as he is at 
present.” 

During the first two years that the Child Guidance 
Clinic was in existence here, it is reported that sixty little 
boys and girls who had become bad behavior problems, 
were found to be in the genius and the super-normal class. 

Children of this type are bored to tears with the work 
that the average boy or girl of the same age enjoys. When 
put into the superjor-rooms, as they are called, these little 
folk are no longer prospects for the juvenile court. In 
addition to their studies they are encouraged to write 
verse. The teacher will distribute pictures and ask the 
children to write about them.

Devices have been per-

pearance. That's pseudo-psychology, that is sold to the 
public for $25 a course and has no scientific basis. That 
red-haired people are quick tempered, or that heavily 
boned men are more stubborn than others is not true, 
any more than the statement that fat men are good~- 
natured,” Dr. Todd insists.

At the University of California, Southern Branch, there 
is no effort made to determine individual fitness, exce 
as to general intelligence, and a brief educational test .

“It is impossible for a State institution to segregate stu- 
dents as to their vocational aptitudes,” says Dr. Franz. 
“If a student gets into difficulties, then it is the function 
of the department to go a little further in trying to deter- 
mine the cause. We have found, however, that the stu- 
dent who makes a low grade on the entrance test rarely,. 
if ever, earns high marks while in college.” ,

Saints of Christendom Bestowed 
Picturesque Names on California 


OUSANDS of people 

north, south, east and eat 

every day by auto, train and 
trolley throughout’ the State, 
through towns with delightful 
names, San so-and-so, and Sante 
that. Angelenos see the San Ber- 
nardino Mountains, but do they 
realise that they are named after 
a person? Have they ever won- 
dered what San Bernardino did to 
become a saint, and have a range 
of mountainge named in his honor? 
Moet everyone knows many of our 
cities and places are named after 
saints. but who takes the trouble 
to find out why? 

Going south, you come to Ganta 
Ana, who, In the history of the 
church, was the mother of the Vir- 
gin Mary. The old Spanish gen- 
eral Portola crossed a river near 
there, expertenced an earthquake, 
and his soldiers called on Santa 
Ana for help. The eid was given, 
the shaking of the earth eventu- 
ally stopped, and they named the 
river after her. Later, when the 
town was founded near there, they 
named the town after the river. 

Farther down the Coast is San 
Juan Capistrano. It is quite well 
known that the Franciscan mis- 
sionaries named their mission at 
that place after a particularly pious 
mem of their own order, who, 
by the way, was canonized for his 
remarkable zeal in the medieval 
crusades. 

But who was aware that the full 
name of San Luise Rey is San Lals 
Rey de Francia, and that the town 
was named after the same man as 
Saint Louis, Mo.? He was Louis 
the Ninth, the King of France, one 
of the greatest leaders of the Cru- 
sade, so he was made a saint and 
the religious Spaniards named «a 
town for him. 

Way back in 1602 Gen. Vizcaino, 
sailing down the coast, entered the 
Sliver Gate and landed on the 
feast day of St. James so, to cel- 
ebrate masa, he built a hut and 
called the place by the Spanish 
equivalent of the saint's name, San 
Diego. This Saint James was a 
disciple of Christ, a wealthy noble, 

because of piety and volun- 


tary poverty, was sentenced to be 
beheaded. His actions were such 
at his execution that some of his 
persecutors wanted to die with 
him, He kiesed one of them, seay- 
ing. “Peace be with you,” thus 
inventing the famous Kiss of 
Peace. After he died history stafes 
that hie body was miraculously 
tranaported to Spain and from 
then on his epirit appeared thirty- 
eight times at intervals, to lead 
the Spanish army, always bring- 
ing tt victory especially in the wars 
againet the Moors. Thus, to a 
Spanish general in a strange coun- 
try, San Diego was an important 
person to please and reverence. 
Later, In 1602, discov- 
ered a beautiful island, Inhabited 
by Indians, on the day of the feast 
of St. Catherine. He landed, and 


ed the ancient custom of the 
shaved head, or tonsure. for priest 
and monk. He died at Rome by 
crucifixion, and is the greatest saint 
of the church. 

Ventura, too, derives its 
men from the saints, for the Fran- 
cilscan missionaries named their 
mission there for one of the patron 
saints of their own order. Gan 
Buenaventura, or St. Good For- 
tune. He was a boy named Gio- 
vanni Fideinga, who was cured by 
St. Francis, and when the 
mother dedicated him to God, 
Frencis is reputed to have said, 
“Oh, good fortune.” Therefore, 
Giovanni adopted Buenaventura 
for his name. At his death, he 
was raised to sainthood because of 
his great piety. 


celebrated the saint's day, naming 
the island Santa Catalina, her | 
Spanish name. She was a noble 
lady, the niece of the Roman Em- 
reror Constantine the Great. She 
became a Christian, and, in a re- 
ligious dispute under the reign of 
the peror Maximin, she out- 
argued fifty of the wisest men of 
her time. This made the Emperor 
take a great deal of notice of her, 
and he made love-passages to her. 
She, the equivalent of a nun. of 
course, refused him, so he ordered 
her to be torn to pieces by being 
bound to oppositely evolving 
wheels. When these were set in 
motion, the machine exploded, and 
killed all her executioners, and al- 
most 3000 onlookers. She is now the 
patroneses of colleges and education 
because of her great wisdom. 

Banta Monica is the Spanish for 
another lovely Roman lady of the 
frame period, who lived in Africa, 
and was the original anxious moth- 
er, being the perent of Saint Au- 
gustine, and fearing for his chastity 
and his future.

For 
this he was killed by lightning and 
St. Barbara became a cuardien 
saint protecting against fire. storms 
and explosions.

It often happens that when an 


artist has attained to fame in one 
field of art he immediately sets out 
to make conquest in another. 
Petrarch wants to paint—and does. 
Angelo wants to write sonnete— 
and does. Successfully, too, as the 
archives will prove if you stop to 
dig into them. Angelo preferred 
modeling in marble to painting in 
fresco, but, though a proud man, 
he remained submissive to the pow- 
ers and pontifis, who wanted 


frescos. 
Sometimes a painter who does 
unusually well in one medium 


aches to try another. Sometimes, 
after attaining to fame in one 
class of subjects, he bids good-by 
to fame—and even to fortune—that 
he may tease and torture himeelf 
till he has mastered another sub- 
ject. Complete self-expression. 
that’s his driving desire, and if he 
can't find it in one thing he'll hunt 
for it in another. 

Franz Bischoff once a resident of 
New York, where he was known 
as one of Amefica’s finest painters 
In ceramics, came to Southern 
California to taste the climate and 
look at the scenery. He tasted and 
looked, became inptoxicated—even 
as you and I-—and refused to go 
home to New York. 80 he built 
himeelf a studio in South Pasa- 
dena, from which he could eee all 
the scenery of the Slerras—there's 
a lot of it—and drink glorious cli- 
mate all the year round. He sud- 
denly discovered in himself the in- 
stincts of the landscape painter, 
and a landscape painter he would 
become. He became one by rapid 
degrees. He finally became a very 
good one. 

You have tasted of his quality 
for some years now. and iff vou 
would taste more of it step into the 
auditorium of the . Ebell Club, 
where a dozen of his recent can- 
vases, all landscapes, no flowers, 
are on exhibition.

Note 
the enormous and splendid production of 
milk in the dairy cow from a diet of whole 
grains and alfalfa greens. 

To a large extent, the human mother is 
subject to the same physiological laws as 
are present in the ahimal kingdom. The 
diet of the nursing mother need not be as 
varied, as complex, as characterises the 
regulation dietary of most people. 

MUk does not necessarily produce wilk. 

It would be equally as logical to say that 
the brains of an animal produced brains in 
a human or that bones in an animal built 
bones in a human. 

The formation of breast milk is a problem 
of health rather than specific items in diet. F 
if a mother is robustly heajthy, milk will 
form even though her diet be to some <le- 
unwholesome and undesirable. 

Puttihg the problem in another way, it is 
not so much a question as to which foods 
will form milk but rather, which foods are 
more wholesome and desirable for the gen- 
eral health. 

In turn, the production of milk is a reflec. 
tion of good health. 

Se I would answer this mother in an en- 
tirely different manner. I wouhl place. the 
question about a diet which produces the 
maximum of health. If, as she says, milk is 
constipating, of course it is not productive 
of health In her case. 

Milk formation is physiologically cused 
by the depasit of@at cells in the glands, dis 
solved in a liberal watery secretion from 
the blood. 

Fruit and fruit juices, watery vegetables 
and their watery extracts have been shown 
to serve admirably in the formation of 
breast milk. This, for a double reason: 
First, in so far as they both favor the de 
velopment of good health, and seconmily, be- 
cause they contain the liquid principles 
necessary for milk activity. 

Health is the major requirement. Specific 
items and diet are a for proper 
milk formation.

I have claimed repeatedly that the free, 
general, Mberal use of anesthetics in child- 
birth has been responsible for the lowering 
of the resistance and often the premature 
death of the infant. 

Now along comes a medical investigator 
end confirms this contention. I shall take 
second place to none in endeavoring to re 
lieve woman of some of the tortures of 
childbirth, but from a moral and ethical 
standpoint 1 consider that her suffering 
should take a secondary place to the healta 
and tffe welfare of her child. 

Every mother will feel the same. If # 
were known that the anesthetic affects the 
child, fewer mothers would consent to its 
pain-eliminating usage and more would be 
willing to undergo the suffering in order not 


* to handicap their coming infants. 


The following is by Heyworth N. Sanford, 
M.D.: 

“A considerable discrepancy exists among 
the values obtained by many observers for 
the normal bleeding and coagulation time 
of the blood in the newborn. These figures 
tor both bleeding time and coagulation time 
vary from three minutes to ten minutes. 
When similar methods of technic are used, 
it is obvious that there is some tnfuential 
factor that must be taken into considera- 
tion. in an endeavor to discover this factor, 
the bleeding and coagulation time was taken 
on six hundred infants at birth and during 
the first ten days of life, the entire series 
covering a space of two years. 

“Of the six hundred cases in this series 
two hundred patients were delivered with 
ethylene, two hundred with nitrous oxide, 


~ and the remaining two hundred without an 


anesthetic. This was easily made possible 
by the condition existing in the obstetric de- 
partment, whereby one obstretrician used 
ethylene in his cases and another used ni- 
trous oxide. The cases in which no anes- 
thetic was required, or socalled normal 
cases, W the regular ward cases in which 
no etic was given unless a long labor 
or operative measure resulted.

thirty minutes being considered in the an- 
esthetic series. It was the practice of both 
obstetricians to start the anesthetic at the 


end of the first stage of labor, and very 
rarely did this run over ‘two hours. The 
mean of the length of time of the anesthetic 
in the nitrous oxide series was found to be 
one hour and forty-nine minutes, and for 
the ethylene one hour and fifty-four minutes. 

“In the two-year period covered by this 
series of 600 cases, the cofgulation and 
bleeding time was taken consecutively on 
each child born in the department. This 
was taken at birth, and during the frst 
ten days of life.

“The bleeding time was taken by the 
method of Duke. A puncture in the heel 
was made as described, and the accumulated 
drop blotted away by a piece of sterile 
gauze until no drop formed. The time be 
tween the appearance of the blood and its 
cessation of drop formation ia the bleeding 
time. 

“These procedures were carried out im- 
mediately after birth, and at intervals there- 
after of twenty-four hours, forty-eight bours, 
six days and nine days. This work was al- 
ways carried out by the same person to 
avold ‘ndividual differences that might prove 
a source of error. It was for this reason 
that the tests were made only every three 
days after the first two days, instead of 
every day. It was found that to take the 
blood every day it would be necessary to 
distribute the work between two persons, 
and.it was believed that this was not worth 
the possibilities of individual differences be- 
ng source of error. 

“The infants tested were of a sufficient 
number, and the period of time covered of 
such length, to show that the anesthetic 
used in labor has 4 definite effect on the 
coagulation and bleeding time of the new- 
born. This effect is a lengthening, which is 
greater in ethylene and less in nitrous oxid.. 

“1. Nitrous oxide causes @ prolongation 
of the average bleeding time at birth of one 
minute, and the coagulation time of two 
minutes. Both, however, correspond to ner- 
mal in pine days. 

“2. Ethyleme causes a prolongation of th: 
average bleeding time at birth of two mi 
utes, and the coagulation time of three min. 
utes. Both, however, have practically re- 
turned to normal in nine days.” 

Note, if you please, that the average dura. 
tion in which the woman is kept anesthet- 
ized in the cases mentioned by this inves. 
tigator is one hour and fifty minutes. That 
means for one hour and fifty minutes the 
destructive, stupefying effects of the anes- 
thetic is sot only saturating the blood 
stream of the mother, but also that of the 
child.

Biologically speaking, we may divide 
woman's life into three great epochs; the 
period in which her glandular system is de- 
veloping, that is, the childhood stage, from 
birth to the commencement of menstrua- 
tion; the reproductive period, usually last 
ing until the age of forty-five: and then 
what we call the post-menopause period, 
from forty-five onward. 

These epochs in woman's life are also 
milestones in the development of her gian- 
dular system. The glands of the body aré 
active at various stages. Prior to the com- 
mencement of menstruation, the ovaries and 
thyrohl are quiescent, immature, of a small 
size, and relatively functionless. From thir 
teen to forty-five these glands are exceed- 
ingly active, functioning to full capacity. 
In a limited sense, from forty-five until life 
ceases, we have a re-enactment of infantile 
development. That is, those glands which 
were actively functioning during the repro- 
ductive period of life now commence to 
atrophy and become, to a considerable de- 
gree, functionless. 

The loss of either ovaries or thyroid 
giand is more pronounced from the age of 
thirteen to forty-five than from forty-five

Now here Hes one of the main criticiams 
egainst the permanent use of glasses In a 
myopic condition. When a correction is 
made the new accommodation of the 
glasses is permanent, inflexible and un- 
changeable unless the glasses are changed. 


Myopia is not a static, fixed condition. 
Patients who are nearsighted will attest to 
the fact that, under various conditions, 
sight varies. That is, on some days they 
are able to see better. On other days vision 
is poorer. Again, in the morning when 
they are thoroughly réfreshed normal vision 
in easy. 
expenditure of energy, vision is much more 
dificult. 

When such a patient puts on glasses, the 
@orrection is permanent, fixed and unvaried. 
The adaptive changes necesdary wiien vision 
is good and when Vision is bad cannot be 
made. The eye, consequently, attempts to 
adjust itself to the classes, that is, to main- 
tain &@ fixed ratio of refractive index. 

Then, in the morning, when vision is 
better, or on those dayd when it is better, 

fe exerts very litt'e effort. On the 
hand, in the evening or on those days 
mn’ vision is poor, the eyé muscles, both 


myopia. Im severe cases or in cases 
very long standing, there is no question as 
to their importance, but their constant use 
day in and day out, ander all conditions. 
and circumstances, withowt variation, is un- 
justified. One should make an effort to do 


without them periodically and permit the , 


eye to adapt tteelf, of fteelf and by itself, 
especially under conditions of good health. 

If one” Wants to temporarily shed one's 
spectacies, the conditions should be ideal. 
De not for a moment attempt to 
glasses and at the same time subject the 
eye to many of the abnormal strains in- 
volved tn our civilized activities, 

If an acute myopic or nearsighted condl- 
tion exists, do not attempt to read for hours 
at a time. Do not work under a strong, 
glering, eanshaded licht. Do not strain the 

eye in fine séwing or minute mechanical 
te In fact, give the eye perfect relaxza- 
tion with avoidance of strain. That does 


It is seldom the eyed will rebel when one 
a varied occupation. You know 
it ig the constant focus on one object, 
unvarying position, the concentration 
on One point, that injures the eye... 

Btrain isnot produced when one con- 
stantly shifts the vision to different objects 
at different lengths and at varying intensity. 

Frequently and periodically give the eye 
complete rest, mentally as well as physical- 
ly. This is best accomplished by placing 
the palms over both eyes and stopping. the 
thought processes as best you can. 

The whole question of myopia is a very 
complicated one, inextricably bound up ia 
our civilized practices, our general state 
of health and the conditions under which 
we live. 

Next week I shall take up some of the

a first sounding. At that very moment 
came a scarcely perceptible jar and an 
ominous sound of something ripping. We 
had run right up or a totally uncharted 
coral mushroom! 

Bverybody rushed forward to see what 
damage had been done; everybody cursed; 
everybody stood around making ineffectual 
suggestions, There we sat, high and tight 
as you please. 

To add to our consternation, Hill, the

Here we ltanded several po- 
lice-boys, who were to cross the island by 
different routes and shepherd the imthabi- 
tants into the larger townships.

In furious 
argument, or perhaps in private barter, with 
the members of the police-force stationed to 
keep them in line, or else they would have 
gone down to the water or wandered off inte 
the bush. Fven the most vigilant patrol did 
not succee] in préventing the lines from 
somehow away. 

The district officer, seated at his table, 
would do his best to check off a census list. 
but here the confusion was almost beyond 
straightening out. At a time of special joy 
or sorrow or in comraemoration of any sig- 
nificant event, a native always changes his 
name. “Arewhtendaten!” the district officer

daten whose name figured in the original 
list. 

The problem of ascertaining exactly how 
‘many wives a man had was perplexing. 
Though the husband might aver that the 
woman standing beside him was his only 
wife, someone else was likely to volunteer 
the information thet there were two more 
back in the bush. The district officer, hav- 
ing then to consider the possibility of a 
residual store of wives in the bush village, 
would be faced with the duty of walking 
through the jungle to investigate for him 
selfl—-which meant wasting a whole Jay-— 
or the certainty that he was missing a 
considerable, perhaps the larger, number 
of the popalation in this locality. 

Somewhere towa.d sunset, with a tre 
mendous sigh of relief, we would turn to- 
ward our boat, which by this time would 
generally be half way out to the reef or de 
posited high and dry on the sand. Often 


. it would have to be carried down bodily 


to the water by the united efforts of the 
population. When the natives had hal pre 
vious contact with the white man, they 
sometimes fined up at the last minute with 
an array-of decorated spears, tortoise-shell 
ornaments, beadwork. and similar articles. 

Ostensib'y these were presents, but they 
seemed to bear a curious relationship to the 
box of tobaceo known to be hidden untier 
the thwarts of ovr boat. The fellow who 
bestowed upon you a carved cocoanut-shell 
water®ontainer world scrutinize with ap 
praising regard the stick of tobacco you 
gave him in return, and would carefully 
compare it in potut of length, thickness and 
weight with the one given to his brother, 
who hed perhaps made offering of a bead 
necklace ornamented with pigs’ teeth. 

Not far from Bboliu, one morning, we 
found ourselves rocking gently off an inno 
cent little V-ehapec harbor. In tropical 


could not have timed our accident worse; 
for at low tide the reef would undoubtedly 
be only two or three feet below the surface 
of the water. 


The “boy” we sen: down under water to 
investigate reported that the reef consisted 
of a narrow neck which mushroome] out 
just sufficiently wide to take the whole of 
our keel. At first we thought we might 
be able to break through this slender 
stem of coral. Natives are amphibious 
creatures and four of our fellows below 
armed with short «rowbars worked in relays. 
The sum total of their accomplishment after 
an hour's hard labor was that the coral 
looke! a bit scratched. 


Next we tried running our engine full 
speed ahead and then suddenly reversing. 
We churned up the water in magnificent 
style and succeedec in jamming ourselves 
more securely than ever on the rocks, 
One of the divers reported with a troubled 
countenance that we had aleady stripped off 
forty feet of copper sheeting from our bot- 
tom, and that by these activities of ours 
were now f‘oosening all the copper that 
remained. 


Meanwhile the tide was falling and we 
began canting over at an alarming angle. 
The fact that we were sitting on the most 
beautiful coral lace work in the world did 
not in the least mitigate our feeling of 
regret at being there. 


The only thing to do was to empty every- 
thing odt of the steamer ami trust that with 
a lightened load we might be lifted off the 
reef at the next high tide. We let down our 
two small boats and faced the prospect of 
loading them with everything we had on 
board and rowing across to the nearest is 
land. The sun was by this time almost un- 
endurable. Not «a breath of air stirred in 
the bay. That reef on top of the equator, 
in the terrific glare of the glassy sea, was 
simply inferno. 

Alli hands were ordere!] to work and soon 
the boys were sweating across with load 
after lead to the little island, a flat mud. 
bank, with only a few palms growing along 
the shore. Had we not been stranded at 
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not always leave behind them the odor of 
sanctity. 

The sudden appeerance of a lot of savages 
at this particular time and place rather per- 
turbed us. Utcertein as to whether they 
were hostile or friendly, we decided to con- 
sider the condition of our armory and see 
what we coald do in the emergency of an 
attack. 

Three bold musketeers, we went down to 
the cabin to invesiizate the chest contain- 
ing the captain's fowling-pieces. It was 
empty! Hill called bis “boy” down and 
angrily demanded an explanation, whereat 
the boy sheepishly admitted that, when last 
ashore, he had taken the guns with him to 
clean ami bad forgotten to restore them to 


ammunition, to guard our possessions, 


the boat. We now rushed around to find 
out just what arms the police-hoys could 
muster. 


Our search revealed eight military rifles, 
unprovided with bullets, and two cases of 
bullets of the caliber of nothing on the 
boat. By some tovexcusable oversight, the 
ammunition for the police-boys’ rifles had 
never been loaded on the boat. It is sur- 
prising how unsafe you feel in a tight 
hole if you have both ammunition and a 
rifle, but they do not fit! 


Meanwhile canoe-loads of natives were 
circling round and roumi, scrutinizing the 
boat at long distance, and evidently trying 
to make out just what our situation was. 


We assumed the greatest unconcern and 
did our best to denonstrate to them that 
we hai perched on the reef of our own ac- 
cord. Yet somehow their every little action 
now seemed to have @ suspicious character. 
If a man stood up in a boat, We suppressed 
an instinct to dodge a spear. 


The natives on shore, it seemed to us, 
were taking altugether too much interest 
in the supplies which were being landed 
from the boats. As «ach boatload of goods was 
deposited, they clustered round intensely 
curious about the contenta of all the boxes. 
Finally one or two of them actually began 
to snatch at things that took their fancy. 
We knew that at all costs we had to avoid 
a conflict, because in the event of one 
the natives would immediately discover 
that we had no ammunition. 

Yet the moment had come when we hai 
to take some sort of stand. We sent four 
somewhat unwiiling police-boys ashore, 
without ammunition, to put up a firm front 
and keep zuerd over our possessions. When 
the increased fussing of the natives and 
the danger to our stores gave us genuine 
cause for worry, we decided that there was 
nothing else to do but to take turns in go- 
ing across to the frland, with the boats, thus 
putting up a pretense of preserving the 
peace. 

The work of uuloading dragged slowly 
on. Apart. from the matter of the heat, 
which was really very trying, our boys 
were not accustomed to leading. They were 
police-beys, who considered any hard physi- 


cargo, and also ths mest difficult to handle 


and the dirtiest... was net bagged, and 
we could do nothing with tt, when we had 
got it over to the island, except dump it on 


the beach. 


We worked all night long with the lights 
turned on, wondering what the outcome of 


our misadventure was to be. We were jolly 


well nearing the eud of our resources 


Sooner or later the natives would provoke* | 


a clash and find out that we couk! not firs. 
What then? 


The full tide was scheduled for about 
seven o'clock the next morning ,and at halt- 
past six we unloaded the last piece of «oal. 
There was nothing to do now but wait. 
We walked over to the side of the deck 
and sat down, speculating on what we 


~should do next, if the tide really did not 


float us off. 


Suddenly I felt a slight tremor. Looking 
down, I perceived that at the very instant 
we were sliding quietly into deep water. 
By going to the edge of the deck we had 
added just the featherweight of: presvure 
required to tilt the empty boat off the 
reef. 

Investigation soon proved that in «pite of 
the damage to the metal sheeting on our 
bottom, the boat was quite sqund. But 
there was all ovr coal on shore, and our 
supplies, and the unpleasant necessity of 
loading everything back op board. In our 
uncertainty about the attitude of the na- 
tives if they shout find out at what a dis- 
advantage they held as, we had told them, 
to begin with, that we were government 
Officials loading goods on the island for a 
trader who hoped to establish a station 
there. 

Various remarks had been dropped about 
how conveaient it would be to buy theh 
loin-cloths und other necessities at this trad- 
ing-store, instead of having to await the 
arrival of chance boats. Now we had to ¢x- 
plain that we were going to take all the 
things away. 

This gave us a plan of action. We called 
the chief and began arguing with him as to 
the possibility that the whole island might 
go under water at any moment, pretending © 
great alarm lest ovr goods be spoilt. The 
chief, with a burst of enthusiasm, at once 
suggested that we save the tobacco first 
by putting it all on bis boat. We ignored 
the suggestion with coldness and sternly 
asked why he had not at once informed us 
that bis island was submersible. 

The chief »ointed out that it was ridicu 
lous to imagine that the island was really 
going to be submerged. He indicated the 
high-water mark, easily discernible from 
the line of seaweed up the beach, and called 
in many witnesses to the truth of his state 
ment. We, on our side, kept insisting that 
we must be sure of not having to move 
everything once’ mere, if the tide happened 
to rise higher than usual 

Finally we adcpted conciliatory post- 
tion. Makiog tpquiries as to some point of 
higher land, perhaps sear the chief's own 
house, we loaded firet the coal, our main 
essential, and then everything else, into the 
small boats; apd presently they were mak- 
ing hurried trips between the island and 
our ship off the reef. 

Mtanwhile the chief was urging us to 
come at once and see the land which he 
said he would be only teo glad to allot u« 
for the proposed trading station. Partly to 
allay any suspicioas he might in future en- 
tertain against us, pe:tly in token of grati- 
ture for a safe exit from his territory, we 
bestowe! upon him, just before pushing off 
with the last boatload, our most-coveted 
store of tobacco. 

Sunset found ws once more in a sea- 
going condition, with all our stores safe. 
all our boys on board, together with their 
empty rifles, and ap immense weight off our 
minds. There was no d@issenting ‘Yoice 
When it was moved and seconded that in 
this place we should waive the government 
taxes. As the sun went dewn, we moved 
out and anchore) in deep water,.and there 
we waited for morning, fully agreed that 
thereafter, when about to put into strange 
harbors in the interests of tax-collecting, 
we would not wait to take soundings until 
we had got on a reef.

Governor Abelardo Rodriguez of the 
Northern District of Lower California is act- 
Wally trying to put the forty-ecre-farmer 
idea into practice by means of a novel ag 
ricultural colonization plan in tire Imperial 
Valley of Mexico. 

Five thousand acres of fertile Colorado 
River delta land, six miles southwes from 
Mexicali, were allotted to 300 Mexican set- 
tlers early in 1925, under an arrangement 
without precedent or parallel in either Mex- 
ico or the United States. Results now ap 
parent have convinced the governor that the 
plan is working.

project have been conducted under many 
bandicaps, the production for the first year 
has been quite noteworthy for so new an en- 
terprise. The cotton gin installed by the 
territorial government to prepare the main 
crop of the district for market is now com- 
pleting a run of 2500 bales. Other 
crops raised on a smaller scale have also 
added wealth to the colony. 

The plan of Colonia Progreso, as the Mex- 
ican settlers have named the project, origi- 
nated with Gov. Rodrigues, himself. ‘The 
head of the,.territorial government “across 
the line” was formerly a military man, with 
the rank of general in the Mexican army. 
He has applied his military training to the 
problem of making independent farmers out 
of Mexican scarcely advanced be- 
yond the peon stage—and there is plenty of 
evidence that something worth while is go- 
ing to come out of the experiment. 

The programs of colonization worked out 
by the Mexican executive was born of eco 
nomic necessity. It is a serious attempt to 
improve the lot of the Mexican farm worker 
in Lower California. 

For years Mexican Imperial Valley has 
been farmed almost entirely by Americans 
and Chinese. Mexicans have done the 
4 er part of the manual labor in the 
fields, but few of them have ever acquired 
capital sufficient to own, or even lease, land 
of their own. 

Due to the fact that Mexican Imperial Val- 
ley is farmed almost exclusively to cotton, 
the labor demand is érratic. During the 
chopping and picking seasons there is al- 
ways a shortage of workers. But during 
the months of May, June, July and Atgust, 
and frequently in February and large 
numbers of workers are idle. 

Lower California is a peninsula and an al- 
most impassable barrier of desert and bar- 
ren coast line separates it from the main- 
land of Mexico. Consequently it is not a 
simple matter for workers to shift back and 
forth between the cotton fields of Lower Cal- 
ifornia and the farming areas along the 
west coast of the mainland. Transportation 
is both too difficult and too expensive. 

It was these circumstances that brought

‘What Are Those Rains Worth? 


By W. C. TESCHE, Agricultural Extension Service 


ASN’T it great? To be ever thank- 
ful for small favors is a humble 
virtue possessed by a few. To be 

thankful for large favors is only common 
decency. But to bring an entire community 
into a state of spontaneous optimism and 
gratitude, just page a rain like the last one 
and human nature will do its stuff without 
prompting from the book of etiquette. 
Farmers of the south and all of California 
are tickled pink. It rained! 


Two and three years of deficient rainfall 
in Central and Southern California have 
left scars on the land and in the minds of 
men. Dame Nature in an ornery mood is 
better known to us as a result of the im- 
mediate. past, and while facts prove that 
her ill temper failed to down us we'd rather 
not engage in another such bout. Even 
though the rains to date are but a fraction 
of a normal total, we are a full length 
ahead of last year and running close to 
normal schedule. This after three tm iser- 
or years. And so, why not shout and 
grin 


Just by way of shaking hands with our- 
selves and with nothing better or more 
‘pleasant to do, let us hold a bit of jubila- 
tion rally over this recent blessing, taking 
stock of the situation as we go along. Of 
course, it is understood that all this spon- 
taneous optimism and gratitude referred to 
above prevails among us sensible, thought- 
ful, and broad-minded folks.

WHAT WAS IT WORTH? 


The actual value of the rain water to ir 
rigated lands may range from $2 to $10 per 
acre, based upon equivalent costs of irriga- 
tion” water. Nature therefore may be said 
¢o have showered $20 to $100 upon each 
owner of ten acres. On dry-farmed lands 
producing ‘comparatively low-value crops, 
water may not be worth as much. Yet, 
after all, rainfall is the absolute limiting 
factor in agricultural production on these 
lands and from this angle certain cases 
may be entitled to even greater value. 

Of inestimable importance to the south is 
the water falling in the mountains, al- 
though no measure of value can be placed 
upon it. Large areas devoted to the richest 
agriculture in the country, and exemplified 
by San Gabriel Valley, are dependent upon 
percolation of mountain water and stream 
run-of into underground reservoirs. A 
lowering of these reservoirs during recent 
years was due to increased withdrawal and 
decreased replenishment from natural 
sources. A few more soakers will eliminate 
considerable gloom, and while the impor- 
tance of the recent rainfall to sa tage on 
supplies must of necessity remain 
termined it can safely be stated that a yes 8 
stantial come-back, though only partial, 
will be staged.

free, advanced work stock, tools, seed, and 
materials for homes and out-buildings. it 
went still further when necessary and fur- 
nished groceries and clothing for the farm 
er and his family on a basis of $3 an acre 
each month. Money advanced for all of these 
purposes was charged back to the farmer, to 
be deducted from his crop returns. 

The settler was required to furnish only 
his labor—and that of his family, it was 
needed. The government was liberal in its 
allowances, but it was also uncompromising 
in its insistence that the man must work his 
land diligently and intelligently. Expert ad. 
visors were placed in the fields to tell him 
how to farm. There were some who failed 
hundreds more were 
waiting to take their places. 

The government furnished both the know- 
ledge and the finances for the undertaking 
the first year. But, starting in 1926, the set- 


tlers themselves will have to assume much 
of the responsibility. A farmers’ co-opera- 
tive association has been formed to take 
over the management. The government is 
still sponsor for the project and reserves 
full right to intervene if the occasion may 
arise, but it is giving the colonists an op 
portunity to conduct their own affairs. 

PRESIDENT INTERESTED 


President Calles has evidenced keen per- 
sonal interest in the success of the plan. 
At the request of Gov. Rodriguez the Presi- 
dent recently sent M. Eichmeier, an expert 
from Germany, to assist the ranchers in 

colony on strictly co-opera- 

That the territorial administration is in- 
clined to give the settlers every encourage- 
ment, is evidenced by the expenditure of 
several hundred thousand pesos in public 
improvements. A cotton gin was erected 
last fall, a flour mill has been built, a fine 
school constructed, and plans are now com- 
pleted for a substantial administration build- 
ing that will include a bank, public meeting 
place, offices and stores. A sugar mill is 
also to be erected to handle the product of 
a thousand acres of sugar cane to be grown 
during the coming season. 

That the project did not fully pay its own 
way during the first year cannot, of course, 
be charged to failure in the plan itself. The 
next year or two will tell the story. A ma- 
jority of the settlers went on their land 
late in the season, and had little time to 
prepare the soil for Dest results. Homes 
had to be built. pastures fenced, water sup- 
ply insured—there were many conditions to 
be met that put the initial settler to a severe - 
test. But in spite of the obstacles that re- 
quired hard labor and a courageous beaets 
a majority of the settlers are considered 
to have made good.

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HB rapid growth of the cotton industry 

in the Southwest has emphasized the 

necessity of compiling and dissemtinat- 

reMablie information on all phases of 

the activity. Recognising this need, various 

growers, marketing agencies and authorite- 

tive offices recently co-operated with the ag- 

ricultural department of the Los Angeles 

Chamber of Commerce in compiling the fol- 

lowing data on the 1925-26 crop and the 
prospects for this season's plantings: 

Cotton picking is still under way (in Jan- 
uary) in most districts, having been held up 
on account of shortage of labor or weather 
conditions. In San Joaquin Valley fogs 
have seriously curtailed picking and dam- 
aged the quality of the fiber in some cases. 
In Coachella, Palo Verde and «Imperial val- 
leys the labor situation has been the limit- 
ing factor in getting the crop off. 

Ginuings to January 25 in the various dis- 
tricts of California are as follows: Upper 
San Joaquin and Sacramento Valleys, 39,429 
bales; Kern county, 29,402 bales; Coachella 
Valley, 3600 bales; Palo Verde Valley, 14, 
400 bales; Imperial Valley, California, 15, 
431 bales: and Imperial Valley, Lower Call- 
fornia, 67,766 bales, making a total for Call- 
fornia and Lower California of 170,028 
- bales. The tatest reports from Arizona 
place ginnings at 102,552 bales, making the 
total of California, Arizona and Lower Call- 
fornia 272,580 bales. 

‘KERN COUNTY LEADS 

As is shown above, Kern county leads all 
single cotton districts of California in cotton 
production this year with 29,500 bales. The 
‘Ban Joaquin Valley total is at the present 
time around 70,000 bales, with much cotton 
yet to be picked. Sacramento Valley pic 
but 3600 acres. While it was first expected 
that much of the cotton remaining would be 

ked as bollie cotton, late advices from 

ern county say that little of this activity 
is to be practiced. 

Estimates as to cotton remaining to be

PRESENT PROSPECTS 

Cotton prospects for 1926 vary with the 
districts. ‘Many rumors have come out of 
San Joaquin and Sacramento valleys. Some 
say that the acreage in the San Joaquin will 
double, and that as high as 20,000 acres go 
However, 
these estimates are of little value, although 
it is almost certain that there will be a con- 
siderable increase. 

In Coachella Valley, cotton may hold its 
place, but it is meeting competition in many 
more profitable crops each year. The de- 
mand for pure Acala seed grown in Coa- 


chella will undoubtedly maintain the present 


acreage grown for that purpose in years to 


come, however. In 1925-26, 4900 acres of cot- 


ton were harvested in Coachella Valley. 

Palo Verde Valley is clearing new land for 
cotton and the prospects are that about 22,- 
000 acres will be planted, or a slight in- 
crease over 1925. Alfalfa is competing with 
cotton on the older lands. 

Imperial Valley growers are more or less 
discouraged over cotton and the acreage is 
expected to be reduced materially from the 
40,000 acres planted tn 1925.

Uncle Sam has “got the University of Cal- 
ifornia’s goat” at last. It came about this 
way: The United States Department of Ag- 
riculture was in need of a bearded animal 
of the genus Capra of the family of Bovidae 
and the species of c. hircus. In casting about 
the country, attention of the authorities was 
caught by a young haedus of royal lineage 
gamboling about near the campus of the 
University of California Branch College of 
Agriculture at Davis. Upon investigation 
it was found that this striking litle fellow 
had descended from a very aristocratic fam- 
lly which was noted for high milk produc 
tion. Negotiations were commenced and 
University of California Hermes No. 28326 
(for this was the registered name of the 
Toggenburg buck kid) Was purchased for 
use in the experimental breeding work of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry at Selts- 
ville, Md. This youngster is said to carry 
the best blood in the University goat herd, 
tracing to three does with records of more 
than 2900 pounds of milk in a year; also to 
the world’s champion, Fanette. His grand- 
dam was sold to a government station in the 
Hawalian Islands a few years ago, and his 
sire was sold last year to head one of the 
good goat herds in Mexico.

pounds per cow in 1925. Twenty-two hun- 
dred and fifty cows in fifty-nine dairies were 
under test during 1925. Two hundred and 
ninety-two low producers were culled from 
these herds in the year. 

Murdo Campbell, Chino, newly elected 
president of the association, has compiled 
some data to show the improvement in dairy 
herds of the county as affected by cow-test- 
ing work and by feeding the cows concen- 
trates according to their individual produc- 
tion. These data show that in 1923 there 
were only two cows in San Bernardino coun- 
ty with a butter-fat production of 600 pounds 
or over. In 1925 there were nineteen such 
cows. There were sixteen 500-pound cows 
in 1923 and eighty-three in 1925. There 
were forty-four 400-pound cows in 1923 and 
265 in 1925. 


A herd of sixty cows averaging 300 pounds 
of butter fat at 90 cents per pound yields a 
gross income of $16,200 In a year. A sim- 
ilar herd with an average production of 450 
pounds yields $24,300. With a very slight 
additional amount of labor and feed, the in- 
crease of 150 pounds per cow means an in- 


of milk produced. Thus a cow giving forty 
pounds of milk daily receives ten pounds of 
concentrates. This change cut the monthly 
grain bill in half with no decrease in produc: 
tion. There is still a great field for improve- 
ment in feeding methods, there being many 
owners of good herds who are feeding the 
thirty-pound cow as much grain and con- 
centrates as the sixty-pound cow.
